While attending the Berryville Hamfest this past Sunday, I stopped by the 
table of a gentleman who had made a loop antenna using PVC pipe. I was 
totally amazed with the results. Having never "played" with this type of 
antenna, I am wondering if anyone can steer me in the direction of an 
article on the subject or his experience with such a device. He had 
several versions: one for the broadcast band and one for the shortwave 
bands. I believe that he was asking $55 for each unit. They did not 
contain an FET amplifier just a coil of wire inside 1/2" PVC pipe that may 
have had a diameter of, I am guessing, 15 inches. There was a small 
tuning capacitor on the top that you tuned. The antenna was even 
directional. Truly amazing results. I have heard about such a device 
that guys use on 160 meters. I believe that I have seen such devices in 
the ARRL publications written by Doug DeMaul (sp.)

Well, I've done it again. In the middle of offloading 
a bunch of BA projects because of lack of time to 
work on them, I've taken on a big new one......... 


I recently acquired a Gates BC-1T 1KW output AM 
broadcast transmitter. My intention was to put it on 
160 and possibly 75 AM. The problem is, I just won't 
have the time to work on it until at least the dead 
of winter. Meanwhile it is staring at me and making 
me feel guilty and also taking up valuable space 
that I can't spare. 


Before I mothball it in my storage shed, I thought 

I would see if anyone within a reasonable driving 
distance (200 miles) would like to take on the 
challenge and lighten my load. I live in southern 
Oklahoma about 50 miles north of the TX/OK border 
along Interstate 35. This cannot be shipped, but I'll 
meet you halfway if halfway is 200 miles or less. 


The Gates is complete and in pretty good condition, 

but all the wiring harnesses were cut when the big 

iron was removed as the transmitter was taken out 

of service. The transmitter weighs 800 lbs with the 
iron, so it is easy to see why the iron is almost always 
removed when a unit is taken out of service...... but some 
take the time to unscrew the connections rather than 
cutting them.... :-( 


For those not familiar with the Gates BC-1T, it uses 
two 833A's modulated by two more 833A's. The RF and 
audio drivers are 807's. Input is 230 VAC and the 

HV is 2700 VDC. The rig is xtal controlled, but can 
be driven by a vfo such as the EFJ 122. This one was 
at 1420 kHz. 


Normally the LV supply uses 866A rectifiers, but 

this xmtr has SS rectifiers. The HV supply normally 
uses 8008 rectifiers, but this xmtr has a pair of 

IRC SS replacements. Going back to mercury rectifiers 
would simply be plug and play. 


The amp plate circuitry is a Pi-L with variable coils 


and fixed capacitors. It is designed to feed 50 to 

70 ohms unbalanced (coax) feedline. Great sounding 
transmitter - high level negative feedback, plenty of 
modulation for the final, 30% modulation of the 807 drivers. 
Stated specs for frequency response +/- 2dB, 50 to 10,000 hz. 


All this xmtr needs to be on the air is remounting of 

the iron and new wiring harnesses. Actually, the harnesses 
are pretty simple and the xmtr probably could be totally 
rewired in a week of evenings. I have a full manual with 
original blueprint schematics and lots of pictures. 


Here's the deal..... $600.00 and I deliver up to 

200 miles from Davis, Oklahoma. You come to Davis 
and pick it up and its $550.00 Either way, I'll 
include a spare 833A. It fills the bed of my pickup 
so bring a full sized pickup or a trailer!! If you 
have questions on the condition, etc. you can email 
me ox reach me most weekdays at (800) 394-2656 from 
0900 to 1730 CST. There is an answering machine if 
I'm out of the office...and I will call you back!

Maybe the whole market, such as it 
is, for old rigs is collapsing as we of the ‘50s and before die off or go to 
the extended care facility where there is no room for the HRO, or even one of 
the coils. If I'm right it adds up to just one word: sell.

I had a very nice answer all typed up for you, explaining why and 
how the S-Line and KWM-ITI do not transceiver on CW without an external, ora 
second, PTO (312B-5). While spell checking, my computer went dead and I 
lost the entire mess. 


Suffice it so say, there is nothing wrong with your S-line. It is 
working just as Collins designed it to work. The manual says just this! 
However, this is one of the more overlooked statements in the manual. The 
S-line and KWM-II were never intended to operate pure transceiver, in the CW 
mode, as we think transceiver today. In fact, the S-Line never operates 
(in any mode) pure transceiver because the BFO are always separate, in the 
original Collins design.
